ATA denies conflict 
of interest relating to 
member discipline 


Striking back. Gov’t task 
force manufacturing 
crisis: Teachers' union

The Alberta Teachers’ Associa¬ 
tion is rejecting claims from a 
provincial task force and the 
education minister that its pro¬ 
cess of reviewing and disciplin¬ 
ing its members is tainted by 
“perceived conflicts of interest.” 

The ATA’s official response 
to the findings of the Task 
Force for Teaching Excellence 
says that the MLAs, educators 
and other members that con¬ 
stitute the task force did not 
understand how union handles 
disciplinaiy cases. 

The task force was created 
by education minister Jeff John¬ 
son in September 2013. 

The ATA’s response to the 
findings claims that the task 


force relies on what the union 
calls a “cheap shot of‘perceived 
conflict’” when it comes to 
rooting out teachers guilty of 
eveiything from violence- and 
sex-related infractions against 
students to fraud. 

“We’ve always prided our¬ 
selves on working with gov¬ 
ernment to resolve education 
issues,” said ATA president 
Mark Ramsanlcar, adding Al¬ 
berta Education Minister Jeff 
Johnson should have initi¬ 
ated the process of reviewing 
the teaching profession last 
year by engaging with actual 
educators. 

Johnson has publicly scold¬ 
ed the disciplinaiy process 
after he overturned a hand¬ 
ful of cases where the ATA’s 
hearing committee had rec¬ 


ommended a suspension. In 
those cases, Johnson instead re¬ 
moved the teacher’s certificate, 
effectively barring them from 
the classroom for life. 

But the ATA has said only 
one teacher has returned to 
the classroom after receiving 
a prolonged suspension from 
the committee in the organiza¬ 
tion’s near-80-year histoiy. 

Task Force member and Al¬ 
berta teacher Laurie Thompson 
said she was hurt to hear the 
organization’s claim it had no 
representation. 

“For them to splash all over 
the paper multiple times they 
had no representation at the 
table, I was beyond insulted,” 
said Thompson, who has been 
a member of the ATA for 20 
years.

Edmonton 
short of 
rentals 

Even with a big influx of 
new apartment buildings, 
Edmonton’s vacancy rate 
continues to be among the 
lowest in the country. 

The Canadian Mortgage 
and Housing corporation re¬ 
leased vacancy rate data last 
week showing just 1.4 per 
cent of apartments are cur¬ 
rently vacant. 

Richard Goatcher, an 
economic analyst with the 
Alberta chapter of the Can¬ 
adian Home Builders Asso¬ 
ciation, said that shows how 
hot the economy is, because 
supply is constantly being 
added. 

“That just speaks to the 
strength of demand. Even 
though we have had a fairly 
good injection of rental units 
and multi-family units, va¬ 
cancies are still low,” he said. 

Goatcher said while there 
will be more units coming 
on stream, renting an apart¬ 
ment is going to be neither 
easy nor cheap. 

“It’s going to be a chal¬ 
lenge for people trying to 
find affordable rental accom¬ 
modation,” he said. “Land¬ 
lords can push the envelope 
on rents and get it. 

Christopher Gourley, with 
Midwest Property manage¬ 
ment who are currently rent¬ 
ing out Edmonton House, a 
hotel converted into rental 
apartments, said they have 
seen strong interest. 

“We’re definitely prob¬ 
ably two thirds through the 
project and the demand has 
been exceptional,” he said. 

Gourley said Edmonton 
House is more for people 
making a lifestyle choice 
to rent, but the demand is 
strong in all of Midwest’s 
properties, ryan tumilty/metro

A 33-year old man, killed as 
an alleged thief drove off with 
his pick-up truck Friday mor¬ 
ning, is being remembered as 
a devoted family man. 

Adam Groves was killed 
Friday, as he attempted to 


stop a man who had jumped 
into his truck. 

Cathi Groves, Adam’s 
aunt, said her nephew was de¬ 
voted to his common-law wife 
Jolene Poulin and his seven- 
year-old son Harley and four- 
year-old daughter Harmony. 

“He was just kind of start¬ 
ing out. They were just a 
family tiying to start out,” she 
said. 

Groves said her nephew 
grew up in Calgaiy, then took 
line-locating work in Hinton, 
where he met Jolene. 

She said after a few years 
working for others, he decid¬ 
ed recently to branch out and 


work on his own. 

“He wanted to be with his 
kids more, so he wanted to be 
a little bit more in control of 
the time he spent out there,” 
she said. 

Police were searching for a 
vehicle that lead them to the 
townhouse complex where 
Groves lived. After police lo¬ 
cated the vehicle, the alleged 
suspect jumped into Groves’ 
truck to flee. 

Police were able to arrest 
one female suspect in the 
complex. Groves attempted 
to stop the man from leaving 
in his truck and fell under the 
vehicle. 


Investigation continues 


Police found the stolen 
truck late Friday, but the 
suspect remains at large.

McKeen noted he hasn’t 
received much feedback from 
residents about the plan, but 
what he has heard has been 
negative. 

“I think there is a bit of a 
misnomer at play here. People 
hear the word ‘beach’ and are 
perhaps naturally annoyed 
with the idea,” McKeen said. 
“It’s not a beach: It’s a spray 
park with a large sand fea¬ 
ture.”

Couple prepared 
for possibility 
of another flood 


Homeowner dilemma. 

Floodway-area homes 
won't receive disaster 
assistance in future 


There’s not a scratch visible 
on the exterior of Jan Brenne- 
man’s Roxboro residence. 

Inside, she and her husband 
have spent hundreds of thou¬ 
sands bolstering their flood de¬ 
fences. Certain walls have been 
cemented, key mechanical 
systems have been moved to 
higher ground and a steel door 
has been installed to segregate 
the home’s below-grade garage. 

“We’ve protected ourselves 
as best we can.... If there is 
another one it will just be the 
garage that gets the bulk of the 


water,” she said. 

Just a few units down, a 
home sits with electrical wiring 
hanging from the roof. There’s 
mud caked to the walls and 
junk-food wrappers scattered 
in the grass out front. 

In all likelihood, the resi¬ 
dents were among those on 
Roxboro Road to take a reloca¬ 
tion buyout from the provincial 
government. 

Their neighbours describe 
how some were simply unwill¬ 
ing to cope with the horror of 
another flood, while others 
were driven out by new govern¬ 
ment regulations barring any 
future relief funding for flood- 
way-designated abodes. 

The provincial maps relied 
on for such a designation have 
created a divide in this area, 
with a single stretch of road 


separating the floodway from 
“flood fringe.” 

Brenneman conceded that 
initial thoughts shifted more 
towards packing up and getting 
out of dodge. 

“But we thought about it 
and there’s nowhere else we’d 
like to go,” she said. 

In an interview looking back 
at Alberta’s largest disaster, Cal- 
gaiy Mayor Naheed Nenshi said 
the city has moved to a “new 
normal,” which carries bylaw 
changes requiring mitigation 
in homes and buildings erected 
in flood-hazard area. 

“I believe that, if you want 
to live in area like that, yes, you 
can take on the personal risk, 
but there’s also a risk to the 
community,” the mayor said.

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Iraqi Shiites mobilize in response 
to Sunni militant attacks, threats 


Iraq. With blessing 
of Shiite government 
and spiritual leader, 
fighters ready to battle 
Sunni militants, further 
escalating tensions 


Iraqi police and hospital offi¬ 
cials say a string of explosions 
in Baghdad Sunday has killed 
at least 15 people and wounded 
more than 30. 

In the city centre, a car 
bomb killed 10 and wounded 
21. After nightfall, another ex¬ 
plosion hit the area, killing two 
and wounding five. The third 
went off near a falafel shop 
in the city’s sprawling Sadr 
City district, killing three and 
wounding seven. 

Baghdad has seen an es¬ 
calation in suicide and car 
bombings in recent months, 
mostly targeting Shiite neigh-

While the city of seven mil¬ 
lion is not in any immediate 
danger of falling into the 
hands of the militants, Sun¬ 
day’s incidents could raise 
tensions. Food prices in 
the city have risen, twofold 
in some cases, because of 
disruption to transport. 


bourhoods or security forces. 

Iranian-backed, pro-Shiite 
militias — with the support of 
the Shiite-led government and 
blessing of the religious estab¬ 
lishment — have moved quick¬ 
ly to the centre of Iraq’s polit¬ 
ical landscape, spearheading 
what its Shiite majority sees 
as a fight for survival against 
Sunni militants who control 
territoiy north of Baghdad. 

The emergence of the mil¬ 
itias poses a threat to Iraq’s 
unity, planting the seed for 


new sectarian strife and taking 
the regional Shiite-Sunni divide 
to a potentially explosive level. 

On Sunday, an Islamic mil¬ 
itant group that captured two 
major cities last week posted 
graphic photos that appeared 
to show its fighters killing doz¬ 
ens of captured Iraqi soldiers. 

The pictures on a mil¬ 
itants’ website appear to show 
masked fighters of the Islamic 
State of Iraq and the Levant, or 
ISIL, loading the captives onto 
flatbed trucks before forcing 
them to lie face-down in a shal¬ 
low ditch with their arms tied 
behind their backs. The final 
images show the bodies of the 
captives soaked in blood after 
being shot. 

The grisly images could fur¬ 
ther sharpen sectarian tensions 
as hundreds of Shiites heed a 
call from their most revered 
spiritual leader to take up arms 
against the Sunni militants who 
have swept across the north.

Ukraine declares state of mourning 
after separatists shoot down plane 


Ukraine’s new president de¬ 
clared Sunday a day of mourn¬ 
ing after pro-Russia separatists 
shot down a Ukrainian militaiy 
transport plane, killing all 49 
crew and troops aboard. 

President Petro Poroshenlco 
vowed to punish those respon¬ 
sible. It was a bitter setback for 
Ukrainian forces — the deadli¬ 
est single incident yet in their 
escalating battle against an 
armed insurgency that the gov¬ 


ernment, backed by the U.S., 
insists is supported by Russia. 

The downing of the plane 
drew condemnation and con¬ 
cern from the White House, 
European leaders and UN chief 
Ban Ki-moon. Analysts said 
it could bring a renewed em¬ 
phasis on increasing sanctions 
against Russia. 

“(This) will refocus attention 
on the fact that Russia does not 
seem to be doing veiy much to 


moderate the insurgency (or) 
the cross-border resupply of 
separatists,” said Timothy Ash, 
analyst at Standard Bank PLC. 
“I would expect the focus to 
return to sanctions next week.” 

Poroshenlco spoke to secur¬ 
ity officials at a televised meet¬ 
ing Saturday, scolding the head 
of the country’s SBU security 
service for “omissions” in meas¬ 
ures to protect militaiy aircraft.

The show 
continued 
invaiying 
forms — 
and for 
vaiying 
syndicators 
— until his 
retirement 
in 2009. In 
his sign-off, he’d tell viewers: 
“And don’t forget: keep your 
feet on the ground and keep 
reaching for the stars.” 

Kasem’s voice was also 
heard in TV cartoons such as 
Scooby-Doo (he was Shaggy).

The Washington Post re¬ 
ports the Arlington County 
Board voted unanimously 
Saturday to allow for 
demolition of the parking 
garage where FBI official 
Mark Felt met secretly with 
Washington Post reporter 
Bob Woodward during the 
Watergate investigation. 
Felt was known for decades 
as Woodward’s source 
“Deep Throat.” 

Monday Properties 
plans to replace its two 
12-storey buildings in 
Rosslyn with a 28-storey 
residential tower and a 
24-storey commercial 
building. The existing 
buildings will be razed no 
sooner than Januaiy 2017. 

The county plans to 
save a historical marker 
it installed in 2011, and 
the landowner pledges to 
create a memorial to the 
Watergate history.

Spain working on legal 
shield for retiring king 



Scandals. Regal 
immunity stopped 
lawsuits seeking to 
have Juan Carlos 
undergo two paternity 
tests two years ago 


Spain is preparing a form of 
legal indemnity to cover King 
Juan Carlos once he abdicates 
the throne in favour of his 
son. 

When 46-year-old Prince 
Felipe takes over as head 
of state on Thursday — he 
will become Felipe VI — the 
76-year-old Juan Carlos will 
lose the legal cover he has 
enjoyed since becoming king 
in 1975. 

Deputy Prime Minister 
Soraya Saenz de Santam- 
aria says the new indemnity 
should shield Juan Carlos, 
who in retirement retains 
his title of king, from legal 
probes. Any possible legal 
case involving him would be 
examined by the Supreme 
Court, which has a much 
higher threshold for evi¬ 
dence. 

His immunity stopped two 
lawsuits in 2012 seeking to 
have the king undergo two 
paternity tests. 

Juan Carlos became king 
two days after the death of 
longtime dictator Gen. Fran¬ 
cisco Franco, who had named 
him as his successor. He 


earned massive popular sup¬ 
port by rejecting a 1981 coup 
attempt, thus ensuring a 
smooth transition to democ¬ 
racy, but his popularity of late 
has been dented by scandals 
involving him and his family. 

He sparked public anger 
by taking a secret elephant 
hunting trip to Botswana in 
2012 at the height of Spain’s 
financial crisis. 


The monarchy’s standing 
was also hurt by a criminal 
investigation into the king’s 
son-in-law, Inalci Urdangarin, 
on suspicion of embezzling 
large amounts of money. Juan 
Carlos’ youngest daughter, 
Princess Cristina, was re¬ 
quired to testify as a named 
suspect in the fraud and 
money-laundering case tar¬ 
geting her husband. 


In his 2012 Christmas ad¬ 
dress, Juan Carlos tried to dis¬ 
tance himself from the scan¬ 
dal, saying “justice is equal 
for all.” 

Now, some politicians like 
Pedro Sanchez of the oppos¬ 
ition Socialist Party say Juan 
Carlos should stand by those 
words and allow his immun¬ 
ity to be eliminated.

Parole officials did not tram¬ 
ple on the rights of an ac¬ 
cused terrorist by revoking 


his criminal pardon based 
on the unproven charges he 
faces, the federal government 
argues in newly filed court 
documents. 

There was “no abuse of 
process” when the Parole 
Board of Canada moved last 
year to pull Raed Jaser’s par¬ 
don for various convictions 
after he was charged with 
plotting to derail a Via pas¬ 
senger train, federal lawyers 


say in the submission to the 
Federal Court of Canada. 

Jaser, 36, says officials 
made a “perverse and capri¬ 
cious” finding that he was no 
longer of good character, due 
to the new terrorism charges. 

He is also challenging the 
constitutionality of a section 
of the Criminal Records Act 
used to revoke his pardon. 

Jaser, a Toronto resident, 
and Chiheb Esseghaier of 


Feds 

Montreal were arrested in 
April last year. 

After coming to Canada 
with his family, Jaser ran into 
trouble with the law but later 
applied for a criminal par¬ 
don, now known as a record 
suspension. 

In 2009, he was pardoned 
for uttering threats and 
fraud-related convictions be¬ 
tween 1997 and 2001.

Military suicides. DND 

ignored advice to ease 
probe backlog: Documents 


National Defence was told 
two years ago how to ease the 
backlog of investigations into 
militaiy suicides — but the 
department chose to ignore 
the recommendation. 

The department’s direc¬ 
tor of special inquiries told 
officials in the spring of 2012 
that the system could be 
improved by changing the 
agency responsible for the in¬ 
quiries, newly released docu¬ 
ments show. The Canadian 
Press obtained the docu¬ 
ments under the Access to 
Information Act. 

The change involved mov¬ 
ing the responsibility to con¬ 
duct boards of inquiiy, from 


the overworked director of 
casualty support manage¬ 
ment to the chief of review 
services. But the switch was 
“not deemed necessaiy” by 
senior officials, even though 
the number of unresolved 
cases continued to pile up 
and militaiy families were — 
in some instances — left in 
the dark about circumstances 
that may have contributed to 
their loved one’s death. 

The lack of urgency to 
clear the backlog of investi¬ 
gations looks similar to the 
dawdling over the long-prom¬ 
ised plan to hire more mental 
health staff at defence.

Ottawa woman’s journey 
from the streets to the law 



University of Ottawa. 

A troubled life left her 
homeless at 16 — but 
eight years later, she's 
a law school graduate

Eight years ago, Raphaelle 
Ferland was living on the 
streets with a substance 
abuse problem and what 
seemed like no way out. 

But she never gave up. 

The 25-year-old woman 
spent Sunday at the Nation¬ 
al Arts Centre, dressed in a 
black cap and gown, ready to 
walk across the stage to pick 
up her law degree. 

It’s something that Ferland 
would have found hard to im¬ 
agine a decade ago, struggling 
through a troubled upbringing 
that left her homeless at 16. 


“If you told me 10 years ago 
when I was on the streets, if I 
would ever be in law school, 
I would have probably just 
laughed in your face,” said a 
proud Ferland, who gradu¬ 
ated from the University of 
Ottawa’s law program Sunday. 


“Whereas today, I’m here.” 

The troubles began for Fer¬ 
land at a veiy young age and 
didn’t seem to get any better 
until she decided to do some¬ 
thing about it. 

She fled her troubled home 
life and spent months on 


friend’s couches and “boun¬ 
cing around” before ending up 
on the streets. 

Several years later, she 
made her way to law school. 

Her struggles were not over, 
however: Ballooning tuition 
costs became a real challenge. 

“I have worked through it 
all, but there are still struggles 
ongoing,” she said. “If I com¬ 
pare my life now to even just 
a few years ago, it’s not even 
comparable.” 

Ferland wants to draw 
from her street experience to 
become a criminal defence 
lawyer — and a voice for those 
living on the margins who get 
into trouble with the law. 

And she wants to inspire 
those looking for a way out of 
homelessness, by presenting 
herself as a case study to show 
that it’s never too late. 

“You just can’t give up,” 
she said. “If you want some¬ 
thing, there will be so many 
hurdles in your way. But if you 
overcome those hurdles, the 
rewards are enormous.” 


Mindfulness is making its way into Ontario jails

Behind the walls of the in¬ 
famous Elgin-Middlesex De¬ 
tention Centre, where vio¬ 
lence and fear is a daily fact 
of life, one man is trying to 
make a difference with a mat 
and an attitude of spirituality. 

Jeff Hardy has opened the 
world of yoga to the inmates. 

“Mindfulness is the up- 
and-coming thing in social 
work,” he said, 


“But it’s not really in On¬ 
tario yet. It’s all over the 
United States, though.” 

Hardy goes into the jail 
every Thursday night, throws 
down some mats, “and we 
stretch.” 

Tall and solid with a thick 
beard and some body art, 
the former probation officer 
doesn’t look too out of place 
as he sits with the rest of the 
inmates. 

To get in, he used his con¬ 
nections in correctional ser¬ 
vices and pitched the pow¬ 


ers that be in a PowerPoint 
presentation, which seems to 
have done the trick. 

The results, he said, have 
been tremendous. 

A binder full of positive 
feedback proves it. 

The biggest complaint, 
he said with a laugh, came 
when he showed up and the 
inmates asked, “Hey, where’s 
the chick?” 

“I started off with the 
kitchen staff at the jail be¬ 
cause they’re the motivated 
guys. They want to work and 


get out of there,” he said. 

While no one connected 
with the jail was authorized 
to talk publicly about it, 
Hardy said they approve of 
the program. 

Now he hopes to receive 
funding from the Ontario 
Trillium Foundation to 
spread the good karma to 
prisons across the province. 

“The social work I do at my 
desk, it would take months to 
get the breakthroughs I get 
with them after 45 minutes 
on a yoga mat,” he said.

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Protests take violent turn in 
Brazil amid World Cup games

A police officer can be seen on 
an Associated Press video firing 
what appeared to be a live pis¬ 
tol round at anti-World Cup 
protesters Sunday near Rio de 
Janeiro’s Maracana soccer sta¬ 
dium. 

During the small but vio¬ 
lent protest that played out 
about 1.5 kilometres from the 
stadium, another man in plain¬ 
clothes who identified himself 
as a police officer also pulled a 
pistol and fired two shots into 
the air. 

Pedro Dantas, a spokesman 
for the Rio government agency 
that oversees all security forces, 
said that if authorities verified 
the accuracy of the video, “we’ll 
immediately open an investiga¬ 
tion into the incident.” 

The action took place 
around the beginning of the 
soccer game between Argen¬ 


tina and Bosnia-Herzegovina 
— the first World Cup match 
played in Maracana stadium 
since 1950. Another protest oc¬ 
curred in the capital, Brasilia, 
but drew only a handful of par¬ 
ticipants, and a small protest 
also was held in Porto Alegre. 

Mass protests broke out 
across Brazil during last year’s 
Confederations Cup soccer 
tournament, the warm-up to 
FIFA’s premier event. At that 
time, more than one million 
Brazilians took to the streets 
on a single day in the largest 
demonstrations this South 
American nation had seen in a 
generation. 

But those protests died 
down after about two weeks. 
Since then, hundreds of small¬ 
er, violent protests have been 
seen across the country. 

The demonstrations have 
turned violent largely because 
of the presence of masked ad¬ 
herents to the “Black Bloc.” 
Black Bloc is a violent form 
of protest and vandalism that 
emerged in the 1980s in West 
Germany and helped shut 
down the 1999 World Trade 
Summit in Seattle.

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Bangkok’s go-go 
bars a go once again 


‘Party city.’ Curfew 
lifted in Thailand's 
capital after generals 
took power in May 


The generals who seized 
power in Thailand last month 
disrupted one of the coun¬ 
try’s most lucrative industries 
— the go-go bars that were 
forced to close early because 
of a curfew. 

Now the junta has lifted 
the curfew, giving a green 
light for Bangkok’s red-light 
districts and other evening 
activities to roar back to life. 
For the first time in a month, 
Saturday night freedom re¬ 
turned to the Thai capital. 

“This is a party city, that’s 
why we’re here,” said Dan 
Moore, a 40-year-old visitor 
from England who had ar¬ 
rived Saturday morning and 
planned to stay up all night to 


celebrate a friend’s bachelor 
party. He had flown in, just 
like the 1980s pop song says, 
for “One Night in Bangkok.” 

Moore’s group started 
the night on one of the cap¬ 
ital’s most infamous red-light 
streets, Soi Cowboy, where 
they toasted the curfew being 
lifted. 

“As for what happens 
the rest of the night? Who 
knows. This is Bangkok,” 
said the groom-to-be, another 
Englishman, who asked to 
be identified just by his first 
name, Darren, to save his fu¬ 
ture marriage. 

Bars featuring pole dan¬ 
cers are by no stretch the 
only nightlife in Bangkok, 
but they are the most notori¬ 
ous. The lifting of the curfew 
on Friday was part of a more 
general campaign by the 
junta to “return happiness to 
the people” of this politically 
polarized country.

Oregon is looking into map¬ 
ping GMO field locations across 
the state after the governor or¬ 
dered it last fall, but the process 
faces many challenges. 

The move was spurred by 
several cases of genetic contam¬ 
ination in the region that ren¬ 
dered non-engineered crops un¬ 
sellable on the export market. 

If the mapping goes ahead, 
Oregon would be the first state

Biotech companies and 
farmers who plant GMO crops 
say they already coexist and 
that mapping could lead to 
crop sabotage. 

Organic farmers and others 
say a mandatoiy mapping sys¬ 
tem could increase transparen¬ 
cy and help pinpoint the cause 
and location of genetic mixing.

Netanyahu alleges

Israeli troops on Sunday ar¬ 
rested some 80 Palestinians, 
including dozens of members 
of Hamas, in an overnight raid 
in the West Bank as the prime 
minister accused the Islamic 
militant group of kidnapping 
three teenagers who went mis¬ 
sing nearly three days ago. 

The crisis escalated already 
heightened tensions between 
Israel and the new Palestinian 
government, which is headed 
by Western-backed President 
Mahmoud Abbas but backed by 
Hamas. Israel, which considers 
Hamas a terrorist group, has 
condemned the alliance and 
said it holds Abbas responsible 
for the teens’ safety. 

“Hamas terrorists carried 
out Thursday’s kidnapping 
of three Israeli teenagers. We 
know that for a fact,” Netanya¬ 
hu said. “Hamas denials do not 


change this fact.” 

Netanyahu provided no evi¬ 
dence to back his claims. Pal¬ 
estinian officials rejected Net¬ 
anyahu’s contention that they 
are responsible. Hamas, mean¬ 
while, praised the apparent kid¬ 
napping but stopped short of 
accepting responsibility. 

The three youths — Eyal Yi- 
frah, 19, Gil-Ad Shaer, 16, and 
Naftali Frenkel, 16, who is also 
a U.S. citizen — disappeared 
Thursday night as they were 
heading home from a West 
Bank religious school. 

Officials confirmed that 
one of the teens called a police 
emergency line around 10:25 
p.m. and said, “We’ve been kid¬ 
napped.” They have not been 
heard from since then. 

The case has riveted the 
nation’s attention, receiving 
around-the-clock coverage in 
local media. Late Sunday, more 
than 10,000 people converged 
at Jerusalem’s Western Wall, 
the holiest site where Jews can 
pray, for a special mass prayer, 
police said. 

Palestinian militants have 
repeatedly threatened to kid¬ 
nap Israelis, hoping to use them 
as bargaining chips to win the 
release of prisoners held by 
Israel. This would be the first 


time three civilians have been 
taken at the same time. 

The overnight arrest raid 
was concentrated in the south¬ 
ern West Bank city of Hebron, 
in the area where the youths 
disappeared. Israel imposed a 
closure on the area, restricting 
traffic in hopes of preventing 
them from being smuggled out. 

A Hamas website said more 
than 60 of those arrested were 
members, including senior fig¬ 
ures in the movement.

Short of owning a crystal ball 
— and I’ve never been able 
to find one that worked — 
successful investing is about 
following two basic rules. 

They won’t make you rich in 
and of themselves but they 
will prevent you from becom¬ 
ing poorer. 

1. Ask questions 
Financial advisers of all stripes 
should consider education 
part of their job. Unfortu¬ 
nately too many are focused 
on selling product in a largely 
commission-based industiy. 
Because of this, investors 
must be proactive. 

There’s no such thing as a 
stupid investment question. 
The industiy is unnecessarily 


riddled with jargon, and it can 
take considerable probing to 
uncover what the bafflegab 
means. 

If you don’t get an answer, 
or don’t understand the 
one you got, ask again. Also, 
request examples and visual 
representation of what the 
adviser is saying. 

Sadly, many in the 
industiy don’t really fully 
understand what they’re sell¬ 
ing. Often they avoid being 
exposed by making people 
feel stupid, which only adds 
to their confusion. 

If you don’t understand 
how a product works or what 
it does to benefit your port¬ 
folio, don’t buy it. 

2. Trust your gut 
Without fail, virtually 
eveiyone who has ever told 
me about a investment they 
regret has also confessed they 
felt uncomfortable or uncer¬ 


tain from the get-go. 

You are far less likely to 
lose money by not doing 
something than by taking 
a leap into the unknown. 
Considering there’s a stock 
market correction of 20 per 
cent once every five years on 
average, do you want to take 
chances with money intended 
for your retirement? Don’t for¬ 
get, it can take up to a decade 
to recover from a downturn. 

This rule doesn’t mean you 
should invest based on emo¬ 
tion. Far from it! However, 

I have seen time and time 
again that those who trusted 
a nagging feeling were saved 
from some very bad invest¬ 
ments. 

If in doubt, keep your 
money in a higher-interest 
savings account and bonds 
until you are confident of a 
product or strategy. You might 
not make much money, but 
it’s far better than losing it.

Northern Gateway pipeline 
opponents plot the next move 


Resigned to the idea that fed¬ 
eral government approval of 
the Northern Gateway pipe¬ 
line is probably inevitable, op¬ 
ponents of the project are for¬ 
mulating a plan to make sure 
British Columbia’s politicians 
remain opposed to it. 

For months now, members 
of the Dogwood Initiative have 
been preparing for a provin¬ 
cial referendum akin to the 
vote that forced the Liberal 
government to repeal the har¬ 
monized sales tax in British 
Columbia. 

Should Ottawa give the 
pipeline the go-ahead by this 
Tuesday’s deadline and the 
province issues the necessary 
permits and authorizations, 
spokesperson Kai Nagata said 
his group will be ready. 

The B.C. government offi¬ 


cially declared its opposition 
to Northern Gateway and told 
the federal panel reviewing 
the project that it shouldn’t 
go ahead as planned. When 
Premier Christy Clark pressed 
for a greater share of govern¬ 
ment revenues for the project 
she said repeatedly that while 
the final decision is in the fed¬ 
eral purview, there are about 
60 permits the province will 
have to issue for construction 
to begin. 

“So the province could hold 
construction in limbo indefin¬ 
itely,” Nagata said. 

Under provincial legislation, 
for $50 any registered voter can 
apply to Elections BC for a pe¬ 
tition on their own proposed 
legislation. If approved, appli¬ 
cants have 90 days to collect the 
signatures of 10 per cent of the 


registered voters in each of the 
province’s 85 ridings. 

The petitions are non-bind¬ 
ing. 

If the chief electoral offi¬ 
cer verifies that threshold has 
been met, a copy of the peti¬ 
tion and draft bill are sent to a 
legislative committee. 

The Select Standing Com¬ 
mittee on Legislative Initia¬ 
tives can either table a report 
recommending introduction 
of the draft bill or put it to a 
public vote. If more than half 
of registered voters cast ballots 
in support, the government 
must introduce the bill in the 
legislature. 

But even that is no guar¬ 
antee of success. The bill pro¬ 
ceeds as any other legislation, 
with MLAs free to vote as they

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LOBBYING FOR LOBBYIST REGISTRY 


Lobbying exists at all levels of government, but 
Toronto is the only city in Canada with a lobby¬ 
ist registry Firms that want to do business with 
the city are required to register. Norm Kelly, To¬ 
ronto’s deputy mayor, is currently advocating 
that civic unions and non-profits should also be 
required to register. 

I would have to agree. 

Edmonton looked at the idea of a lobbyist 
registry about seven years ago. The city con¬ 
cluded that a registry was not needed to protect 
taxpayers’ interests, and that the public didn’t 
want it. I take issue with both those findings 
and so should you. Transparency and account¬ 
ability should be the hallmarks of everything 
this city does, and right now they aren’t. The 
issuing of an untendered contract for $351,000 
to a Vancouver firm to help the mayor lobby for more LRT 
money is a case in point. 

The question about registering lobbyists was never put to 
the public. The decision not to have a registry was based on a 


three-month experiment in which five 
council members recorded the names of the 
people they met with to discuss land-use 
issues that were going for public hearings. 

There are any number of things business¬ 
es and organizations want the city to do. 
Land use is only one of them. Make Some¬ 
thing Edmonton, to which you and I are con¬ 
tributing about $1 million of our tax dollars, 
is as much a lobbyist organization as any de¬ 
veloper. There are lots of organizations and 
businesses that want to dip their hands into 
the public purse. I think we should know 
who they are and who they are trying to in¬ 
fluence. 

Since we have never been asked, it is a lit¬ 
tle difficult to determine whether you and I 
want a registry. I know I do. I want to know which groups, 
businesses and organizations meet with our mayor, council¬ 
lors and representatives of the administration and why. 
Knowing who meets whom and what they are asking for just

might provide some insight into the decisions the city makes 
— such as what gets built and who builds it and what organiz¬ 
ations receive funds from the city. 

I also want to know whether there is at least a six-month 
“cooling off” period when city employees leave their job and 
join a firm that does business with the city. Otherwise these 
same people can come back the next week and pitch the 
merits of the firm to their old buddies. And they could use in¬ 
side information in order to achieve an advantage over their 
competitors. That’s not my idea of good governance.

Anniversary. The cast

Actor Colin Egglesfield wasn’t 
in the classic baseball film Field 
of Dreams. 

But if they built a screen in 
centre field, he would come. 

When Egglesfield heard 
about plans to celebrate the 
25th anniversaiy of the movie’s 
release during Father’s Day 
weekend in Iowa, he flew to 
Sioux Falls, S.D., picked up 
his dad and drove six hours to 
the farm in Iowa where it was 
filmed. 

The Los Angeles-based Egg¬ 
lesfield, most recently seen on 
TV shows such as Rizzoli and 
Isles and The Client List, and 
his father reached rural Dyer- 
sville in time for a viewing of 
the movie on the outfield grass 
with scores of others, including 
star Kevin Costner. 


That’s when “Hey dad, you 
want to have a catch?” got 
them all, all over again. 

“My brother had one arm 
around my dad. I had my arm 
around him as well. It was just 
water works,” Egglesfield said 
of the film’s memorable final 
scene. This weekend’s emotion¬ 
al reunion in Iowa showed why 
Field of Dreams still resonates 
with so many. 

The site of the Oscar-nomin¬ 
ated film about an Iowa farmer 
who hears a voice whisper, “If 
you build it, he will come” — 
and follows through on his vi¬ 
sion by building a baseball dia¬ 
mond over a com field — has 
itself become a tourist destina¬ 
tion since the movie’s release 
in 1989. 

So it was only natural for 
the farm in northeast Iowa to 
host a three-day celebration of 
the film that made it so famous. 

Stars such as Costner and 
Timothy Busfield joined ce¬ 
lebrities like Egglesfield, past 
American League Cy Young 
award winner Bret Saberhagen 
and thousands of fans from all 
over the Midwest at the remote 
locale. Costner played the role 


of Ray Kinsella, the farmer 
whose diamond lured both the 
1919 Chicago Black Sox and his 
own long-gone father out of the 
cornstalks beyond left field. 

Twenty-five years later, Cost¬ 
ner brought his wife and kids 
back to Iowa to reminisce about 
his role in one of the most be¬ 
loved sports movies of all time. 

“I’m glad to be here with 


friends and old acquaintances 
and making some new ones, 
and for my children to be a part 
of this,” Costner said. “It’s cer¬ 
tainly a high mark for me, this 
little movie, and it remains so.” 

The weekend was jam- 
packed with activities like ce¬ 
lebrity softball games and con¬ 
certs from the Gin Blossoms, 
Joan Jett and the Blackhearts, 


and even Costner’s own coun¬ 
try band, Modem West. But 
perhaps the biggest item on the 
agenda was a game of “remem¬ 
ber when” — for fans and ac¬ 
tors alike. Busfield, who played 
Ray Kinsella’s brother-in-law 
Mark, said the moment when 
Shoeless Joe Jackson, played 
by Ray Liotta, drilled a finer at 
Costner’s feet after he dared the 
White Sox star to hit his curve- 
ball is still his favourite. 

Actor Dwier Brown, who 
played Kinsella’s father, talked 
about how much Costner’s 
famous plea to Liotta — 
“What’s in it for me?” — still 
makes him chuckle. 

Broadcaster Bob Costas, who 
hosted a Q&A with the cast on 
Friday, talked about how much 
he enjoyed Burt Lancaster in 
the role of Moonlight Graham, 
a ballplayer-tumed-doctor who 
gave up his second shot at a 
baseball career to save Kin¬ 
sella’s daughter from choking 
on a hot dog. What all the ac¬ 
tors have in common are warm 
memories of a movie that’s 
nearly as popular now as when 
it was released in 1989.

Are you stuck? 

From time to time I meet 
folks who are determined that 
they can’t change their finan¬ 
cial circumstances. Take Anna. 
She’s got a job that pays her 
about $12 an hour, a $15,000 
student loan and a couple of 
credit cards with balances. She 
can’t see any way out of her 
current circumstances. Anna 
is one duck stuck in the muck. 
And she’s among a flock of 
people so convinced they can’t 
that they don’t even try. 

I believe that a lot of the 
problems people have dealing 
with their money stem from 
the simple Law of Inertia. The 
Law of Inertia says that a body 
at rest will remain at rest until 
some force acts upon it. And a 
body in motion will remain in 
motion. It is so much easier to 
maintain the status quo than 
to change. 

Financial inertia is an epi¬ 
demic. In an experiment con¬ 
ducted in Britain, the Brits’ 
financial inertia was so great 
that the majority of people 
wouldn’t even bother picking 
up a free £5 note if it were of¬ 
fered to them. What possible 
difference could £5 make? 

Hey, if you don’t mind be¬ 
ing the duck that’s stuck, no 
prob. Just stop your whining. 
But if you’re determined to do 


something differently so you 
have a different outcome, you 
must start somewhere. You 
cannot save $10,000 until you 
save $1,000. You cannot save 
$1,000 until you save $100. 
You cannot save $100 until you 
save $10. 

If you want to build a fi¬ 
nancial safety net, you must 
start by opening a savings ac¬ 
count and creating an auto¬ 
matic savings program. If you 
want to stop spending money 
you haven’t yet earned, you 
must stop cariying your credit 


cards. You must change what 
you are doing or not doing, to 
something that works for you 
instead of against you. 

I love change. Change is 
exciting. Change brings chal¬ 
lenge, learning and a sense 
of the new. Change is full of 
promise. Change is audacious. 
It takes guts to change. It takes 
real guts. And guts are some¬ 
thing that seem to be in short 
supply. If you have them, you’ll 
make it. If you don’t, so sony: 
No guts, no glory. 

So the question you have to 


ask yourself today is this: Do I 
have the guts to change? 

If your answer is “no,” then 
don’t waste your time whining 
and beating yourself up. You’ve 
made your choice, five with it 
graciously. But if you are brave, 
and ready to commit — if the 
answer is “yes” — then what 
are you going to change today? 
What small step will you take 
to move you from being at 
rest to being in motion? What 
will you do (not think about, 
not plan, not worry about, not 
whine about) to change what 


your life looks like? 

It doesn’t matter whether 
you’re old or young, rich or 
not-so-rich, highly educated or 
not. All over the world — and 
right here at home in Canada 
— people are woefully unpre¬ 
pared to handle their money. 
The problem is so huge that 
the Canadian government 
stepped in to see if it could 
help. After months of consul¬ 
tation and a fancy report, we 
got... nothing. Zip, zero, zilch. 
Why? It seems nobody under¬ 
stands where to start. 

Truth is, financial respon¬ 
sibility is our responsibility. 
There is no magic can-opener 
that will open up our skulls 
and pour in the information 
we need to know to be fi¬ 
nancially literate. And all the 
knowing in the world won’t do 
a scrap of good if folks aren’t 
prepared to do something. 

So where do we start? With 
some hard work and the deter¬ 
mination to make a plan and 
see it through. But only those 
folks with a stomach for facing 
reality will succeed. 

If you’ve been feeling out 
of control — even desperate — 
rest assured, you are not alone. 
Now you have to decide if you 
have the guts to change. Decide 
that today is the day you’ll do 
something different. It can be 
small. No one is asking you to 
move a mountain ... well, not 
in one push. Don’t even know 
where to start? Head on over 
to www.mymoneymychoices. 
com and sign up. You’ll be 
given a road map designed to 
build your financial literacy 
along with strengthening your 
financial foundation. Small 
steps forward will get you to 
where you really want to be.

The severe market crash 
in October 2008 changed 
my life. I started running 
to regain my health, both 
emotional and physical. 
Shortly after I took my 
first steps, I ran the Gobi 
March in China in June 
'09, followed by the 
Atacama Crossing in Chile 
in 'io and the Sahara 
Race in Egypt in 'll. In 
this post, I share a lesson 
about life, learned from 
the desert. 

Closure is never as simple 
as it appears from the 
outside looking in. Within 
hours of crossing the 
finish line of my first 
multi-day ultra-marathon 
and reaching the end of 


an emotionally charged 
six-month project, I 
experienced a feeling of 
emptiness. Just like that, 
it was over. 

Twenty-four hours later, 
on the plane bound for 
home, I reflected on my 
experience in the Gobi. I 
had felt more alive than 
ever before, despite being 
completely exhausted. 

My rational brain called 
out for me to put my feet 
up and resume life as it 
had been before, while 
the emotional side was 
drawn by a gravitational 
pull toward what could or 
should be next — a com¬ 
mon sensation for anyone 
completing a long journey. 

By the time I landed, 
my bucket list had grown 
by 100 new items, each 
one an event with the po¬ 
tential of yielding another 
once-in-a-lifetime experi¬ 
ence. 

My intent was simple: 
Each year, I would pur¬ 
posefully knock two or 
three of them off the list. 
At the age of 45, my own 
finish line had suddenly 
come into focus, along the 
fact that I was closer to 


the end of my own “race” 
than the beginning. This 
realization was a tipping 
point, triggering the urge 
to live without regret and 
stop delaying nourishing 
pursuits. 

Upon my return, I quer¬ 
ied my family about their 
own dreams and ambi¬ 
tions so we could merge 
our lists. 

I broke down the 
“buckets” by category: 
things to see, things to 
accomplish, things to do, 
and things to learn. I then 
attached a “by when” date, 
a specific deadline so the 
item would find a place in 
my calendar. 

Finally, I wrote out 
who I would do each one 
with: family, spouse, kids, 
business partners, friends, 
strangers, or solo. 

Sometimes, coming 
out of a difficult journey 
offers an unexpected gift: 
the presence of mind to 
finally think about every¬ 
thing else that is possible 
before it is too late.

On the surface, the advice that 
young people should select ca¬ 
reers that fit their personalities 
seems obvious, but a quick look 
at the stats reveals that it’s any¬ 
thing but.

Discover the Perfect Career for 
You Through the Secrets of Per¬ 
sonality Type, which is geared 
towards the current generation 


of professionals. 

“When you are doing some¬ 
thing that is not about who you 
are, that’s a prescription for 
burnout,” says Tieger. 

“We believe through lots of 
experience that the most im¬ 
portant thing is to pick a job 
and career that matches your 
personality,” he continues. 
“Values, interests and skills are 
likely to change over time, but 
personality will not.” 

To that end, the book pro¬ 
vides detailed exercises and 
examples to help guide read¬ 
ers towards the perfect career 
for them. Both Paul and Kelly 
Tieger say that it’s particu¬ 
larly important for younger 
professionals — the so-called 
millennial generation — to be 
aware of their personalities and 
unique needs when deciding 
what to do next in their profes¬ 
sional lives.

He notes that people who 


know that they would stress 
out in environments with tight 
deadlines should gravitate to¬ 
wards fields where they can 
give themselves the time and 
space they need. 

See if you can make a lateral 
move 

If you are certain that your cur¬ 
rent department or environ¬ 
ment isn’t working for you, see 
if you can make a lateral move 
within your organization, ad¬ 
vises Kelly Tieger. Applying for 
a different position may not 
make a difference in your sal- 
aiy, but it will greatly enhance 
your quality of fife. 

Start early 

If possible, the Tiegers say that 
you should examine fields that 
suit your personality as early as 
college. “Most people are asked 
to pick a college major when 
they are 19,” says Paul Tieger. 
“And most people don’t have 
a clue at that age. But you’re 
probably not going to get some¬ 
one who is philosophical and 
artsy to go on Wall Street.”

I love chicken, beef and 
shrimp satays, but if you’re 
a vegetarian or you just 
want a healthy alternative 
for protein, try these tofu 
satays. 

Tofu is a form of soy¬ 
beans that is made by 
curdling soy milk and then 
being pressed into a slice- 
able cake. There are a few 
choices when it comes to 
tofu. Your best bet is to buy 
firm tofu because medium 
tofu is too soft and the ex¬ 
tra firm too tough. 

Once opened, cover un¬ 
used tofu with water in a 
container and refrigerate 
for up to three days. 

A four-ounce (half a cup) 
serving of firm tofu con¬ 
tains only 120 calories, sev¬ 
en grams of fat and as much 
calcium as an eight-ounce 
(one cup) serving of cow’s 
milk. Compare this to beef, 
which has more than 200 
calories and 15 grams of fat 
per four-ounce serving. 

Health-wise, tofu is 
known the lower the risk of 
heart disease, certain can¬ 
cers, Type 2 diabetes, and 
obesity. 

Flavour-wise, tofu ab¬ 
sorbs whatever flavours it’s 
cooked with, which makes 
it versatile. 


When grilling, be sure to 
cook on a medium heat so 
you don’t char the tofu or 
vegetables which can cause 
carcinogens. 

Feel free to substitute 
the vegetables of your 
choice and adding a fruit 
such as mango, papaya or 
peach would be delicious. 

Directions 

1. Thread bell peppers, on- 
ion and tofu alternately on 
4 long or 8 short wooden or 
metal skewers, dividing the 
vegetables evenly among 
them. (If using wooden 
skewers, soak them for at 
least 20 minutes in water 
before using them.) 

2 . Sauce: Whisk the hoisin 
sauce, sugar, black bean 
sauce, low-sodium soy 


sauce, sesame oil, freshly 
minced garlic and ginger in 
a bowl until smooth. 

3 . Spray a barbecue or 
a nonstick grill pan with 
cooking oil and heat to 
medium. 

4 . Grill the Tofu and Veggie 
Satays with Black Bean Hoi¬ 
sin Sauce, turning occasion¬ 
ally, for 10 minutes or until 
browned on all sides. 

5 . Brush half the sauce over 
the satays and continue 
cooking, turning occasion¬ 
ally, for another 10 minutes 
or just until the vegetables 
are soft. Garnish with cilan¬ 
tro and serve with the re¬ 
maining sauce on the side.

After a frustrating first 
half, the Argentina captain 
scored in trademark style in 
the 65th minute on Sunday 
night, completing a quick 
1-2 connection with Gon¬ 


zaio Higuain and running 
through defenders before 
striking a brilliant left-footed 
shot off the post. 

The goal — only the 
second for Messi on foot¬ 
ball’s biggest stage — set off 
wild celebrations among the 
throngs of Argentine fans 
that had turned the famed 


Maracana stadium into a sea 
of blue and white. It also 
energized an unimpressive 
Argentina team that was 
ahead at that point only be¬ 
cause of an early own goal by 
Bosnia. 

Vedad Ibisevic scored a 
close-in goal in the 85th, but 
Argentina held on to win 2-1 


in the Group F match. 

“It’s the first game, I was 
anxious, nervous,” Messi 
said. “It was important to 
start with a win. We’ve got to 
improve certain things, but it 
was important to start with 
the three points.”

From their low moment in the 
NBA Finals, the San Antonio 
Spurs are back to the top of the 
league. 

The Spurs turned the re¬ 
match with the Miami Heat 
into no match at all. 

The Spurs finished off a 
dominant run to their fifth NBA 
championship Sunday night, 
ending the Heat’s two-year title 
reign with a 104-87 victoiy that 
wrapped up the series in five 
games. 

A year after their heart¬ 
breaking seven-game defeat, 
their only loss in six finals ap¬ 
pearances, the Spurs won four 
routs to deny Miami’s quest for 
a third straight championship. 

“Hard to believe, isn’t it? 
Manu Ginobili said. “We played 
at a really high level.“ 

Finals MVP Kawhi Leonard 
had 22 points and 10 rebounds 
for the Spurs, who added this 
title to the ones they won in 
1999, 2003, 2005 and 2007. 
They nearly had another last 
year, but couldn’t hold off the 
Heat and lost the final two 
games. 

San Antonio rebounded 
from an early 16-point deficit by 
outscoring the Heat 37-13 from 
the start of the second quarter 
to midway through the third, 
kicking off the celebration the 
Heat cancelled last season. 

“We remember what hap¬ 
pened last year and how it felt 
in that locker room and we 
used it and built on it and got 
back here and it’s amazing,”
